AMERICA, 

We have news from New York to the evening of the 19th ult, 
‘There was still no certain intelligence respecting General Sherman’s 
movements, but it was positively affirmed that the Federals had 
evacuated Atlanta, after destroying all the fortifications, public 
buildings, and railways; and the Richmond journals said that the 
evacuation took place on the 12th ult, It was reported in the North 
that General Sherman, with 50,000 men, was moving towards Macon 
and Augusta; but, according to the Richmond newspapers, one 
column of his army was marching on Selma, in Alabama. It was 
said that the Confederate General Hood had concentrated his forces 
at Florence, in Alabama, but the rumour was as uncertain as the 
accounts of General Sherman’s movements; and it was also asserted 
that a large body of Confederates, under General Beauregard, was 
advancing from Corinth towards Memphis. 

The Confederate General Breckenridge had defeated the Federal 
General Gillem at Bull’s Gap, in Kast Tennessee, and had taken six 
guns and 400 prisoners. 

A rumour that the Confederates had captured Morganzia, in 
Louisiana, with 1900 prisoners, had been transmitted from Mobile to 
Richmond. 

It was asserted that General Early was retiring up the Shenandoah 
Valley, and that the Federals, under General Sheridan, were following 
him. The Confederates made a dash at Grant's left, but were 
repulsed, 

There had not been any fresh fighting in the neighbourhood of 
Richmond or Petersburg. General Butler had resumed the command 
of the Federal troops on the north bank of the James River. 

On the question of the arming of the slaves being discussed in the 
Confederate Congress, the plan was opposed by a large number of 
members, 

It was rumoured that President Lincoln was about to send com- 
missioners to Richmond, for the purpose of proffering to the South 

eace upon, it was supposed, the conditions that a general amnest 
e granted, and that the Southern States return to the Union with all 
their rights and privileges, and that slavery be abolished. 

The French Minister and Mr. Seward have had interviews on the 
question of peace. The former expressed the strong wish of the 
Emperor for peace. 

The New York papers state that President Lincoln wishes that 
thore desirous to call upon him personally will postpone their visits for 
a time, as he is engaged in preparing his annual Message to Congress. 

A grand reception was given to General Butler at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel, New York, on the 14th ult, General Butler suggested that an 
amnesty should now be offered to the Confederates, and that if they did 
not accept it there should be a short, sharp, and decisive war, to be 
followed by a partition of Southern lands among the soldiers. On the 
following day General Butler quitted New York to rejoin the army 
before Richmond, issuing, before doing so, a general order congratu- 
lating all concerned upon the peaceful termination of his mission, 

General Sheridan had been nominated as senior Major-General in 
the United States army, to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation 
of General M‘Clellan. 

Lieutenant-Governor Jacobs, of Kentucky, has been arrested and 
taken to Washington as a state prisoner.

There had been violent fluctnations in the price of gold at New 
York, in consequence of the Treasury payment of 9,000,000 dols, in 
gold in advance of the interest on the gold-bearing debt, and also of 
rumours that General Sherman had obtained considerable successes ;

There were 
fifty-three fata! cases of measles, ninety of scarlatina, and eleven of typhus. 


The annual general meeting and autumnal election of the 
Royal Hospital for Incurables was held, at the London Tavern, yesterday 
week—the Lord Mayor in the chair, There were vacancies for eight inmates 
and twelve pensioners; and there were on the lists the names of 158 appli- 
cante, several of whom had made as many as seven applications at former 
meetings without success. The receipts of the charity were in advance of the 
previous year by about £2000, The number of inmates and pensioners last 
year was 161, of whom twenty had died, and one pensioner had become dis- 
qualified throngh marriage.

‘The financial statement showed an expenditcre for 
the year of £17,055, and a balance of £2645 in the hands of the treasurer.

| naturalists) and the chimpanzee ( 7 voglodytes niger), portraits of which, 
as they are now exhibited together in one compartment of the society’s 
monkey-house, we give in our present Impression, 

The ourang is a young female about four years old, as near as can be 
guessed. It was received from Borneo in May last, and has thriven 
well during the six months it has been in the socie ession, In 
its native state the ourang is only found in Borneo and certain parts 
of Sumatra, inhabiting the low, flat plains of these islands, where the 
forests are densest and most somkre. Those of our readers who are 
interested in the habits of this ape in its native wilds should consult 
Mr. Wallace’s article on this subject in the Anna/s of Natural History 
for 1856, where ample details, derived from this naturalist’s personal 
experience, will be found.

It is, we repeat, a proof of the healthy state of the British 
mind in regard to the press. The fate of the old Chronicle is 
honourable to the people of this country. It is a sign that the 
relations between writer and reader are understood aright, and 
that any attempt on the part of the former to violate the 
prescriptive confidence of the latter will be punished in 
the one only but terrible way open to the public. Long 

mey it be so! While it is so the freedom of the people, 
the rights of individuals, and the security of Governments 
are in no danger. While the honest and faithful, 
it is as when a fresh and healthy breeze is constantly passing 
through the haunts of men; when the is corrupt, 
stagnant air and malaria are the conditions of political and 
social existence. We talk no cant; we assume for the press no 
abstract virtue; nor do we claim credit to the journalist for 
being actuated by higher principles than guide every honest 
professional man. Journalism is business, and is managed on 
business princijfles, and only fanatics or knaves pretend that 
they carry on anewspaper with other views. But tr

means true honesty; and we rejoice to say that very 
rare indeed—so rare that the circumstance is matter 
of indignant comment all over the kingdom—is an

To say that writers are often hasty, 


But conscientious advocacy, an 
abstinence from wilful misrepresentation, and 2 readiness to 
make atonement for error, are the ordinary auliene of Eng- 
lish journalism; and amid the fiercest strife oi party, when 
parties exist, though tones may be angrier and invectives more 
unhesitating than at other times, the British press is never 
betrayed into scandal or falsehood. Therefore, the English- 
man of any party looks to the press of all parties as the great 
protector of the Right. 

Happily our own lines bave fallen in pleasant places, and it 
is not often our duty to mingle in angry battle. Therefore 
we are the more bound to bear our testimony in behalf of those 
whose work is more and whose temptations to in- 
justice are greater. On the great broad questions of home 
and foreign policy there is not now much difference when 
men who are really in earnest discuss them, But differences 
may arise, and probably will do so, before very long, for a 
party in this country avows its intention of agitating for a 
reconstruction of the machinery by which popular opinion is 
ascertained; and foreign affairs, in the Old World and the 
New, are by no means in a state which promises that we shall 
long be able to niaintain a position of neutrality. Let the 
storm break where or when it will, the English press will be 
found doing its duty. Not the least strange circumstance con- 
nected with the trial of which we have briefly spoken is found 
in the belief—if it existed—in the minds of Frenchmen whe 
must know England well that the services of a subsidised 
could be of avail towards the creation of a public 
opinion here, The mere fact that the promoters of the best 
object conceivable have established a paper to promote it, 
although there is no discredit

in taking such means to a 
legitimate end, injures the cause far more than the organ can 
serve it, The “retained” newspaper, hired to maintain cer- 
tain opinions, is a deadly enemy to its employers. But this is 
the affair of those who are foolish or ignorant enough not te 
understand Englishmen, Our business is only to say, in justice 
to others far more than in our own interest, that the fate of the 
Morning Chronicle illustrates at once the honour of the British

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CONSECRATION OF ALL SAINTS’ 
CHURCH, WINDSOR. 
On Monday week, the twenty-fourth 
birthday of the Crown Princess of Prussia, 
the new church at Windsor, of which she 
laid the foundation-stone on the 2ist of 
November, last year, was consecrated for 
Divine service; and though her Royal 
Highness could not herself be present 
on this occasion, her sister-in-law, 
the Princess of Wales, and her sister 
Princess Helena, attended the interesting 
ceremony. The town of Windsor was 
decorated with flags and banners, as usual 
on a Royal birthday. The church, an 
adaptation of the Gothic, has been erected 
as a chapel of ease to the po church 
of New Windsor, and has designed 
with a view to future enlargement, but at 
present it contains sittings for about 600 
adults. It consists of a nave and south 
aisle, chancel, and organ chamber, with 
temporary vestry underneath, separated 
from the chancel by an elegantly-painted 
wooden screen. The building is of brick, 
with Bath stone dressings. Its site is 
on the Lammas, a portion of the 
Crown lands, on the south-west side

THE THEATRES. 


The “ Drames du Cabaret” of Messrs. Adolphe D'Enner y and 
Dumanoir was produced on Wednesday at the New Adelphi, Mr. 
Webster having made a bargain with the authors for the exclusive 
copyright, and re-entitled it “The Workmen of Paris; or, the 
Dramas of the Wine-shop.” It is produced as near as possible after 
the original, and the curtain is dropped on each tablean, according to 
Parisian custom. Of these tableaux there are nine, though the 
drama itself consists only of five acts. The first act consists of 
one scene in which the workmen are revelling in a wine-shop of Paris, 
oo are portrayed as sacrificing all their happiness for wine, par- 
ticularly Daubry, an engineer (Mr. Phillips), whose wife and daughter 
(Mrs. Stirling and Miss ‘Woolgar) follow him to the fatal cabaret, and 
at last induce him to go home. But it is not the workmen only who 
indulge in drink ; the vice has its aristocratic supporters; and in the 
second act we are introduced to “the Bachelors’ Party at the Café 
Bignon,” where we meet with Albert Count de Marsan (Mr. Billing- 
ton) and Van Gratz (Mr. Webster), a sceptical Dutch merchant, who 
believes in nothing but gold, and, by his own account, has been 
guilty of a murder. On the character of this infidel to all good- 
ness, who is more than eighty years of age, the plot turns; and, after 
heaping misfortunes on all who surround him, he is made to repent his 
error and find that he has really aheart. Van Gratz has a grandchild, 
Josepha (Miss Henrietta Simms), who is affianced to Count Albert, but 
the latter has had a love passage with Daubry’s daughter, 
(Miss Woolgar), and feels himself bound in honour to marry his 
unfortunate victim. Meanwhile all is going wrong at the house of 
Daubry, whose drunkenness causes his wife and family to separate 
from him.

ELECTION DAY IN NEW YORK 


Orr New York Correspondent has supplied a pair of Sketches, 
representing the crowds outside two of the polling-places in that 
city, on Tuesday, the 8th of November, which was the day of the 
Presidential election, as well as of the State elections. One of them 
is situated in the upper part of the city, near the fashionable avenues 
which run out northward, through the aristocratic quarter. ‘“‘ Here 
the poll is taken,” says our ‘correspondent, ‘*in the office of a veterinary 
ounen, attached to a livery stable. At any time from sunrise te 
sunset (which is the time allowed for depositing votes) knots of the 
richer class of New York citizens—the Upper Ten Thousand, as they 
are called, are to be seen congregated at this point, anxiously dis- 
cussing the chances of the rival candidates. Mixed with these, how- 
ever, a sprinkling of the rougher element is here and there conspicuous, 
There are, indeed, two or three young men in the crowd who 
— op any other day, be seen parading Broadway in rather 
swell costume, but who have, on this occasion, come out as 
ph hitters,’ or pugilistic partisan bullies, attired after the 
fashion usually affected by those members of the ‘Lower Twenty’ 
who ‘travel on their muscle,’ ‘They have red shirts on, without an 
collar or cravat; pilot coats, and heavy cowskin boots pulled over their 
trousers—a style of costume which shows them to be members of some 
Fire Company. By way of contrast, the subject of our second Illus- 
tration is found in the dirty and unwholesome districts of the city, 
where the hard-fisted classes chiefly make their abode. In this 
quarter, on the polling-day, the — were in strong force, and the 
liquor-shops were all closed—that is, the shutters of those dens of 
iniquity were up; but as the doors wee en en there was no difficulty in 
obtaining strong drink. All circumstances considered, however, there 
were wonderfully few drunken men to be seen, and such fighting as 
did take place was of a desultory and insignificant kind.

malt ingredient in its composition. Bock Weer is of a darker colour 
than the common lager, and possesses a certain luscious flavour, being 
spiced with an infusion of coriander or some such aromatic seed.
